2. DEPARTMENT CONCURS IN EMBASSY PREEERENCE FOR ALTERNA- 
TIVE I, REETEL, I.E. PROMPT DELIVERY OF NOTE BRINGING 
MATTER EORMALLY TO ATTENTION OE EOREIGN MINISTRY. ALTER 
RECITING GRAVE APPREHENSION CAUSED BY DISAPPEARANCES AND 
SINCERE APPRECIATION OE ASSISTANCE OF FOURTH ARMY IN 
LOCATING AMCITS AS WELL AS PROMPT ACTION OF STATE AND EED- 
ERAL AUTHORITIES IN INITIATING INVESTIGATION AND DISCIPLIN- 
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ARY PROCEEDINGS AND ESTABLISHING NOTIEICATION SYSTEM, NOTE 
SHOULD CONEIRM VERY SERIOUS VIEW TAKEN BY CONSULATE, 
EMBASSY AND USG OF TREATMENT ACCORDED ROSEBAUGH AND 
CAPUANO BY LOCAL AUTHORITIES. 

3. SUCH TREATMENT, NOTE SHOULD STATE, WAS CONTRARY TO LAW 

IN SEVERAL RESPECTS: THE DETENTIONS WERE ARBITRARY; THERE 
WERE NO CHARGES; THERE WAS NO OPPORTUNITY TO SECURE CON- 
SULAR, LEGAL OR OTHER ADVICE OR BRING MATTER BEFORE JUDI- 
CIARY. FAILURE TO GIVE NOTICE WITHOUT DELAY TO DETAINEES 
OF THEIR RIGHTS UNDER ARTICLE 36(1)(B) OF THE VIENNA 
CONSULAR CONVENTION (1963), FAILURE TO GRANT WITHOUT 
DELAY THE AMERICANS' REPEATED REQUEST FOR NOTICE TO THE 
CONSULATE PURSUANT TO ARTICLE 36(B) AND THROUGH THESE 
ACTIONS, FRUSTRATION OF THE CONSULATE'S AND NATIONALS' 

RIGHTS OF ACCESS UNDER ARTICLE 36(A) ARE CLEAR AND SERIOUS 
VIOLATIONS OF FUNDAMENTAL RIGHTS OF THE UNITED STATES AND 
ITS NATIONALS UNDER THE VIENNA CONVENTION. EQUALLY 
SERIOUS WAS THE VIOLATION OF THE AMERICANS' HUMAN RIGHTS 
BY THE INHUMAN AND DEGRADING TREATMENT RECEIVED BY THEM 
WHILE IN THE HANDS OF THE LOCAL AUTHORITIES. 

4. AS GOB INVESTIGATION AND PROCEEDINGS MOVE AHEAD, 

EMBASSY SHOULD SEEK ESTABLISH WHETHER PERSONS AGAINST WHOM 
DISCIPLINARY ACTIONS TAKEN OR CONTEMPLATED INCLUDE ALL 
WHO ABUSED OR PERMITTED ABUSE AND HIGHER OFFICIALS WITH 
RESPONSIBILITY AND KNOWLEDGE.

5. DEPARTMENT RECOMMENDS THAT CONSULATE REMAIN IN CLOSE 
TOUCH WITH CAPUANO AND ROSEBAUGH BOTH TO KEEP INFORMED OF 
THEIR CONDITION AND TO KEEP THEM GENERALLY INFORMED OF 
OUR ACTIONS. 

6. MRS. CARTER SHOULD, OF COURSE, BE BRIEFED ON ARRIVAL 
AND INFORMED OF THE CURRENT HEALTH AND WELL-BEING OF THE 
TWO CLERGYMEN. 

7. IF IN YOUR JUDGMENT THERE IS OR ARISES ANY OVERRIDING 
OBJECTION TO DELIVERY OF THE NOTE AT THIS TIME PLEASE

2. DEPARTMENT CONCURS IN EMBASSY PREEERENCE FOR ALTERNA- 
TIVE I, REETEL, I.E. PROMPT DELIVERY OF NOTE BRINGING 
MATTER EORMALLY TO ATTENTION OE EOREIGN MINISTRY. ALTER 
RECITING GRAVE APPREHENSION CAUSED BY DISAPPEARANCES AND 
SINCERE APPRECIATION OE ASSISTANCE OF FOURTH ARMY IN 
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LOCATING AMCITS AS WELL AS PROMPT ACTION OF STATE AND FED- 
ERAL AUTHORITIES IN INITIATING INVESTIGATION AND DISCIPLIN- 
ARY PROCEEDINGS AND ESTABLISHING NOTIFICATION SYSTEM, NOTE 
SHOULD CONFIRM VERY SERIOUS VIEW TAKEN BY CONSULATE, 
EMBASSY AND USG OE TREATMENT ACCORDED ROSEBAUGH AND 
CAPUANO BY LOCAL AUTHORITIES. 

3. SUCH TREATMENT, NOTE SHOULD STATE, WAS CONTRARY TO LAW 
IN SEVERAL RESPECTS: THE DETENTIONS WERE ARBITRARY; THERE 
WERE NO CHARGES; THERE WAS NO OPPORTUNITY TO SECURE CON- 
SULAR, LEGAL OR OTHER ADVICE OR BRING MATTER BEEORE JUDI- 
CIARY. FAILURE TO GIVE NOTICE WITHOUT DELAY TO DETAINEES 
OF THEIR RIGHTS UNDER ARTICLE 36(I)(B) OE THE VIENNA 
CONSULAR CONVENTION (1963), EAILURE TO GRANT WITHOUT 
DELAY THE AMERICANS' REPEATED REQUEST FOR NOTICE TO THE 
CONSULATE PURSUANT TO ARTICLE 36(B) AND THROUGH THESE 
ACTIONS, FRUSTRATION OF THE CONSULATE'S AND NATIONALS' 

RIGHTS OF ACCESS UNDER ARTICLE 36(A) ARE CLEAR AND SERIOUS 
VIOLATIONS OF FUNDAMENTAL RIGHTS OF THE UNITED STATES AND 
ITS NATIONALS UNDER THE VIENNA CONVENTION. EQUALLY 
SERIOUS WAS THE VIOLATION OE THE AMERICANS' HUMAN RIGHTS 
BY THE INHUMAN AND DEGRADING TREATMENT RECEIVED BY THEM 
WHILE IN THE HANDS OF THE LOCAL AUTHORITIES. 

4. AS GOB INVESTIGATION AND PROCEEDINGS MOVE AHEAD, 

EMBASSY SHOULD SEEK ESTABLISH WHETHER PERSONS AGAINST WHOM 
DISCIPLINARY ACTIONS TAKEN OR CONTEMPLATED INCLUDE ALL 
WHO ABUSED OR PERMITTED ABUSE AND HIGHER OFFICIALS WITH 
RESPONSIBILITY AND KNOWLEDGE.

OUR ACTIONS. 

6. MRS. CARTER SHOULD, OF COURSE, BE BRIEEED ON ARRIVAL
